by contriving that she shonld, after her dis-
charge from the prison, be aceusod a second
time of theft, and by her own husband, who
has now become a wealthy manufacturer. The
two nre brought foace to face in the police court,
| but the wife, although her innocence of the last
| crime is established, refuses to meet the man
| whom she belleves has so eruclly wronged her,
¢scape from him, She Is then
turned ont of her lodgings by a hard-hearted
landlady. who has a regard for the character of
her,houge, and does not wish to harbor a person
accused of theft, and just as “Mary's” misery
appears Lo be complete, the real perpetrator of
the robbery for which she had been condemned
confesses, and o meeting between the husband
and wife and muturl explanations ensue, which
wre satisfactory to all parties coneerned. 1t will
! be seen that this subject, despite Its coarsencss,
possesses conglderable dramatic interest, and it
might Le easlly worked into o powerful play.
Tom Taylor, however, has not by any means
done It justice, and  Mary Warner
Is oue of the very poorest pioces from his pen
that bas ever been produced in thie city. Any
succees that Miss Bateman achleves in It is due
entirely to ber own abllities and not at all tolier
authior, Buch characters as “*Mary Warner" ap=
peal stromgly to the sympathies of a eortain
clags of playgoers, and several actresses now
before the public make & sapecialiy of represent-
ing unfortunate women In various situntions of
| distress, moaning for thelr ehildren, and weeplng
over the loss of husbands and lovers, In this
line of business Miss Buteman i prob ably supe-
rior to any of her rivals, Bhe does not equal
Lucille Western in genuloe tragic lulensily, but
she hos a refinement that Miss Western ul;{}rul\'
| Iacks, and her acting Is natural withous affecti-
tion and forclble without rant. In the scene in
the second act, where “Mury Warner” and her
husband have an interview at the prison gratiogs,
Miss Bateman played with fine feeling, In the last
act, bowever, when she discovers her lttle
daughter, ehe does not make the most of the
situntion, and she falls very far short of Lucille
Western in the somewhat slmilar scene In East
Lynve, Miss Bateman Is a good actress in o
cortain ¢loass of churactors, bhut she is not & great
one by any means. It i# to her credit that she
can make such 4 hotehed plece of work as Mary
Warner Intercsting; but It would be more eredit-
dble if ghe could dooas much for plays betler
worthy of notlee.

The closing act reveals the enc: mlpuu'nlu{
the pagsengers upon the coral reef, the accom-
paniments of this scene being f.l.iﬂ} In keeping
with the requirements of nature. *‘Captain
Smart" is lald up with o splintered arm, and
“Tom Dexter” falls naturally into his shoes,
directing all the movements of the crew and
pagsengers with that wonderful skill which be
alone possesses, A spirit of cheeriulness reigns
in every heart save that of “‘Major MacTurk,”
the stoppage of whose dally bitters makes a
perfect wreck of that chivalrons soldier, his
humiliation being complete when he is brought
to his knees by “Lovibond,” by whom he iz de-
tected in the act of stealing a bottle of beer: and
that of “'Sir Bolomon." whose tecth have been
Yswallowed up lu the jaws of the deep.” But the
actlon of this last act 18 altogether too brisk
to be sketched in our limited space at length,
and It must euflice to say that “Dexter” dives
down into the wreck and rescues from twenty
fathoms of water a mysterlous black box, which
containg the misging vouchers of “Mr. Cole-
pepper,” whersby that worthy gentlemnn is set
upon his legs ouce more, and interposes no
obtetacle to the happiness of his danghter and
